of each wheeL In fine, ^vte hav:e made la many atiid fo 
various experiments^ and are fo well latisfied ofthe ufc- 
fullnefs pi the Inventioui that we h^ve each of us be- 
fppken jonei thay ace not /Blain^^ above iibc or eight 
poimdtpece.
